2. Units of the 3 FA in Manchuria are as follows! 

a. The 32 Army, which was formerly in south Fukien but which returned to 
Shanghai in October. 

b. The 20 Army, which was formerly in Hangchow, but was ordered to Shantung 
in October. 

c. Defected Nationalist troops of the 15 Army Group under L0 Kuang-wen** 
and the 16 Amy Group, less two armies, under TSiTNG Kong-yuan.**# 

3. In late October, 15,000 officers and men of the 15 Amy Group left Chekiang 
for Manchuria for participation in the Korean T'Jar. Two battalions remain 

at Yuyao (121-10, 30-02) with a new designation as the "Stay Behind Training 25X1 
Corps" of the Chekiang Military District.
